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Dear Harold, May 15, 1990 

Everything is still on schedule for our trip up to 
Frederick June 1-4, as I indicated in my previous letter. Hie major 
potential problem for these plans has been eliminated. My father-in-law 
arrived in Los Angeles on Wednesday, May 9th, slightly more than 15 years 
after the collapse of South Vietnam. My wife flew out to be with the rest 
of her family and greet him. He was in pretty good health and he had 
managed to learn a fair amount of English while in Vietnam. I spoke with 
him briefly on the phone* My wife tells me that when he arrived in 
Bangkok prior to caning here, the CIA put him through an intensive 
de-briefing. Many questions about whether he knew anything about MIAs. 

He said the questioning was even more intensive than the questioning the 
North Vietnamese had put him through before he was sent to one of the 
"re-education camps" back in 1975. Since his arrival in LA he has had to 
do a lot of paperwork which my wife was able to help him with. Nonetheless, 
he is safe and sound and I am looking forward to meeting him in the near 
future . 


Hie past couple weeks have been very hectic, as they always are 
at the end of a school term, I have had to put down Garr ow 1 s book, Bearing 
the Cross , in order to keep up with grading papers. Being a single parent 
for a week has been no picnic either. But my wife is home now and the 
semester will end this weekend, one way or another, I plan to get back to 
both King and Kennedy first thing next week, 

I enjoyed reading some of your comments about Walter Winchell. 
Suggesting the Jesse Helms is a saint in comparison certainly is a graphic 
way of describing Winchell. However, surveying the contemporary scene, it 
seems to me that far too many people generally and politicians in particular 
are still attracted to the same simple-minded and misleading propaganda. 

I am sick to death of all that 1 hear around here about the "flag-burning 
issue", among other things, 

I hope you and Lillian are well* We are looking forward to our 
visit. I will be in touch again sometime before we leave*
